Notwithstanding the voluminous commentary that frames the text on every page, we saoute not hesitate in assigning 
the dominating interest in this volume to the woodcuts present in such unusual numbers. They form some cf the finest 
examples of the earliest work of the French school, and moreover it is here that we have for the first time an illustration 
to every scene of every play. The execution is peculiar. At the rear of the stage there is always an arrangement 
pillars hung with curtains. Over the space between each is plainly inscribed the name of some character in the “Play, and 
near each person on the stage is a label bearing the name of the character in large letters, but usually abbreviated.
